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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Claim 1 recites "that 
functionjs of the franking machine are operated remotely from the computer. Claim 1 does not specifically identify the functions that are 
controlled but implies that the functions that are operated remotely from the computer are different from the operations that are operated 
remotely presented by the prior art. A reference is to be considered not only for what it expressly states, but for what it would reasonably 
have suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re DeLisle, 160 USPQ 806 (CCPA 1969). Also, it has been held that a recitation with 
respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior 
art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987)The prior art teaches about remote 
locations/stations that interact with various franking stations and conduct/control various actions/procedures. The concept presented by 
the prior art and being claimed by the Applicant as being non-obvious, original and advancing the art of remote control of a device, has 
been demonstrated as well known in the art and is there fore obvious and not original in concept or application.. 
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
